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Zionist Leadership. 


The Congress which assembles at Prague on Monday week 
will probably be one of the most important in the history of the 
Zionist Movement. Far reaching as were the problems before 
previous Congresses, they can hardly compare for gravity with 
those winch this year’s Congress will have to face. The Jewish 
position in Europe must cause anxiety to all who have at heart 
the welfare of the Jewish people, and the trend of affairs in 
Germany is a theme for a Congress of itsown. The propagation 
of anti-Semitic Fascism menaces the political rights of Jews 
everywhere. Nor is everything in the Zionist ranks im as 
healthy a state as most Jews would wish. The Yishuv, despite 
a gratifying economic development, still needs the intelligent 
assistance of the Diaspora. But the general economic blizzard 
is responsible for the decline in the contributions which. flow 
from all parts of the world m support of Zionist work. Tocrown 
all, Jewry is a house divided against itself. It looks as though 
Jews, when they are faced with a crisis big with fatal conse- 
quences, lose all sense of unity and tend to break up into factions. 
We recall the conditions in Jerusalem when Titus stood at the 
gates. The need of the moment then was wise leadership. It 
is no less the need of the moment now. Will the Congress rise 
to the occasion and boldly summon the best man to direct the 
destimes of the Movement? The present leadership will not 
serve the new conditions. Two years ago it was a stop-gap. 
‘Even in normal times a stop-gap leadership is only a makeshift. 
But in the troubled conditions of the present day a stop-gap 
leadership is unthinkable. In saying this we are not unmindful 
of the achievements of the present leadership, for which Jewry 
owes a warm debt. But, apart from all other considerations, 
Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW is not getting younger, and we recall the 
fine example of Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN who, of his own free 
will, retired from office to make room for younger men. 

If Mr. SOKOLOW retires who is left? To suggest, as some 
apparently do, the appointment of a triumvirate, would in the 

‘present circumstances be folly. Jewry needs, not a “ Presidium,” 
but a personality to lead it. One man answers the requirements 
of the moment and that man is Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN. He 
has an understanding of the complex problems of the hour: 
he has to his credit long experience of statesmanship; and 
he is acquainted with the politicians and diplomatists who 
matter. It will depend on the Labour Party, which will probably 
command some sixty to seventy per cent. of the. votes.in this 
Years’ Congress, whether WEIZMANN will be chosen. He would 
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also be supported by many in the ranks of the General Zionists 
and the Mizrachi party. 

Will WEIZMANN again step into the arena? His closest 
friends have urged him to do so. The Jewish people would give 
him a warm welcome and a strong backing. It is not too much 
to say that the British Government would applaud the choice. 
But there are rumours afloat that WEIZMANN will not stand. 
We hope he will allow better counsels to prevail. Whatever his 
reasons may be, we hope he will consider the gravity of the 
times. The Zionist Movement calls for high-quality leadership.

We-hope this, too, will weigh with WEIZMANN 
But if he should not be available, though Lord MELCHETT's 
name has been canvassed in certain quarters, we do not know 
if he would take up the burden. A burden it is, and whoever is 
called upon by the Congress to shoulder it must reply in 


no uncertain terms, demanding only one condition—-that Jew) 


stands behind him as a united band of brothers. , 
Jewry: Week by Week. 

\ laudable and typically British desire to see all round a 


question and to deal impartialls with both sides of a case, has 
misled the Bishop of Gloucester into penning in the current issue 
of his diocesan magazine a note on the violence of the Nazi regime, 
which, we cannot doubt, will grievously mislead many of the worthy 
churchmen who read it. The Bishop begins with the eminently 
correct declaration that: ~ We all condemn the folly and the violence 
of those attacks upon the Jews in Germany, and the violence with 
which the members of the socialist and communist parties are 
being treated. But to both Jews and socialists,” he goes on, “ some 
words of warning are necessary.’ He then proceeds to adminster 
to German Jewry a lusty castigation. “They are not altogether 
a pleasant element in Germany, and, in particular in Berlin life. ... 
Those of alien nationality who receive the hospitality of other 
countries ought to recognise that wisdom and gratitude alike 
demand that they should become healthy elements in the popu. 
lation.” We have omitted what seems to us a perfectly childish 
and irrelevant remark, interpolated in so grave an indictment. “ft 
is reported,” says the Bishop, “that a very distinguished Jew said 
what Germany really wanted was a French oceupation of Berlin.’ 


This is not the only material @n which the Bishop frames his 
indictment. He follows the familiar line of Nazi argumentation. 
"Many Jews were responsible, particularly at the beginning, for the 
violence of the Russian Communists,” and again, “ Many Jews take 
no interest in their own faith, are free-thinkers, and use their 
Judaism very largely as a basis for attacking the Christian faith.’ 
In short, if we may paraphrase the Bishop's reasoning: “ I am very 
sorry for the Jews, but, after all, they themselves are largely to 
blame.” How different a conclusion from that of Mr. Hilaire 
Belloc, to which we referred last week: “ But whether the outrage 
is to continue for many years or for few, an outrage it is, and I 
cannot but raise my own small voice as a Catholic in condemnation 
of it. If there is anything to be said on the other side I should 
like to hear it; but so far I have read nothing which, in common 
morals, can be maintained.’ And Mr. Hilaire Belloc is the. lagi 
person who can be said to be unaware of the charges that have beer 
brought against “the Jews’ from time to time. 
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We venture to suggest that the Bishop of Gloucester has drunk 
too deeply at the well of Nazi propaganda, and has not thought all 
round his subject with the vision and the perspicuity that we 
should expect from so eminent adignitary of the Church of England. 
How, in the name of religion or justice, or the plainest common- 
sense, can there be any excuse at all for the atrocious treatment by 
the Nazis of all Jews alike, irrespective of their political affinities, 
their religious sentimenta, or their records of service to the German 
State and people? How can it be logical for German Jews to suffer 
because in Russia some Jews participated in the Bolshevik Revolu- 
tion, a movement which (abhor it as we may because of its ideology 
and history) must be considered a national movement in precisely 
the same sense that Hitler claims the Nazis Revolution as a national 
movement? Jews participated in the Russian fight for liberty (for 
in its origin it was a fight for the liberty of the individual and for 
freedom of thought) because they were subjected to the same social, 
economic, and political oppression that roused their non-Jewish 
compatriots to action. If there were a place for Jews in the Hitlerist 
Party, many German Jews would be Nazis,and their motivation would 
not be Jewish but German. How on any logical grounds can it be 
brought as a count in the indictment of German Jewry that some of 
‘hem are Socialists when it is a matter of common knowledge that 
German Jews, on arithmetical grounds, can form only a tiny propor- 
tion of German Socialists, that the principal German Socialist leaders 
the

The Nazis and Jewish Athletes. 


There are many facets of the Nazi Revolution which have yet 
to receive their final grinding and polishing. Successful as Hitler 
has been, the whole of the Nazi programme is still far from being 
put into operation. With regard to some elements of it a ca’ canny 
policy is being pursued; some of the more socialistic planks, for 
example, have been allowed to remain in the workshop, though 
the party-henchmen are assured that, sooner or later, they 
will all be taken into use. So far as the Jewish Question is con- 
cerned, there has been a certain amount of speculation as to 
whether the Nazi leaders were prepared to carry out their announced 
programme to the bitter extreme. It has been said, for example, 
that the economic interests of Germany will suffer by a too ruth- 
less extirpation of Jewish influence from trade and industry, and 
that, therefore, a reversal or a slowing-down of the anti-Jewish 
policy is to be expected. There is, nevertheless, every indication 
that on the Jewish Question the Nazis are prepared to cut off their 
noses to spite their faces. It seems to be only a matter of a very 
little time before finis is written to this chapter of the history 
of the Nazi movement. In the meantime, there are one or two 
puzzling phenomena which can only be explained on the ground 
of their being loose threads that have not yet been gathered in. 
We learned for example, the other day, that a certain London 
sports organisation which has one or two active and popular 
Jewish members was doutful of the propriety of taking part in a 
tournament in Germany. An assurance was received from the 
corresponding German organisation that Jews were not excluded 

from the German organisation, and in fact, were taking part in the

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World Union of Jewish Students. 


International Congress. 


The International Congress of the World Union of Jewish 
Students held its first session in London on Wednesday evening of 
last week at the Adolph Tuck Hall of the Jewish Communal Centre. 
Delegates from over thirteen countries were present. The evening 
session was preceded by a reception to the delegates on the platform 
by the B'nai Brith. After the reception, Professor Alexander, O.M. 
presided, and the other distinguished speakers included Sir Philip 
Hartog, Professor 8S. Brodetsky, Professor L. B. Namier and the Rev. 
M. Weig, \ vote of thanks to the speakers Was proposed by 
Dr. L. J. Stoll, Chairman of the Inter-University Jewish Federation, 
which was the body responsible for convening the Congress at the 
request of the World Union. Professor Alexander read a message 
from the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, regretting his inability to be 
present, and also an encouraging message from Professor Einstein, 
who is the President of the World Union. 


the second session of the Congress, under the Chairmanship of Dr. 
Stoll, opened on Thursday morning in the itose Hertz Hall, where 
Mr. Nunn-May, Secretary of the World Union of Jewish Students 
tendered, on behalf of his organisation, best wishes for the steccess 
of the Conference. A message of good wishes was also received from Mr. 
James Parkes, of the International Students’ Service. Professor Namier 
delivered an address on ** The Present Position of Jewish Students.”’ 
Reports on the conditions of the Students’ Organisations were presented 


ry the delegates from Danzig, Great Britain, Belgium and Frarece. Dr. - 


Handelsmann, of France, emphas:sed the peculiar position of that country 
nso faras it represente aclearing house for the various emigrés of Poland, 
liungary and Rumania, who found it impossible to pursue their studies 
in their native countries. Though, he said, under the Treaty of Versailles, 
a Numcrus Clausnus of Jewish Stadents would be an infringement of Poland's 
obligations, yet, though the exclusion did not exist de jure, it actually 
existed de facto, with the result that 8,000 Polish Jewish students were 
compelled to study at foreign universities. Of these, 6,000 were students 
in France, and the speaker regretted that the resident Jewish population 
of France showed neither interest nor understanding of the needs of the 
student, although it had done a great deal for German refugees, of whom 
some 30,000 were now in Paris. 

bhe afternoon session was presided over by Dr. Handelsmann. 
teports on conditions in their ewan countries followed by delegates from 
Lithuania, Hungary, Palestine, Rumania and Switzerland. The Rev. 
M. L. Perlzweig delivered an address on “ The practical difficulties and 
future problems of the World Union.” He began with the proposal to 
create a Bureau or standing Committee to consider the resolutions which 
would have to be drafted stating the lines of policy upon which the future 
World Union was to develop. To this Committee, under the Chairman- 
ship of Dr. Lauterpacht (Chairman of the World Union of Jewish Students), 
were elected Messrs. Elinir (Palestine), Grossman (Poland), Segal 
(Switzerland), Rosenblatt (Rumania), *trasser (Hungary), and Handelsmann 
(France), 

On behalf of the World Union, Mr. Perzlweig tendered his thanks to 
the various Academic Institutions which had created special facilities for 
Jewish intellectuals driven out from Germany and, in particular, to the 
French Government which had passed special legislation creating a Chair 
for Professor Einstein. The new Executive, he said, should carry out a 
detailed examination of the present position in order to have a clear 
appreciation of the problems raised by the necessity for ‘“ Umsechichtung.” 
If the Board of Deputies and kindred institutions of other countries had 
only been in posession of such information as had been revealed by the 
delegates present, they would have been able to oveicome the 
problems facing them in a more rapid and effective manner. The World 
Union should make it its business to approach those Governments that 
would be likely to open their doors to exiled German Jewish students, 
in particular Spain and Italy. There remained the problem of the students 
who would wish to emigrate to Palestine. It should be one of the first 
tasks of the World Union to see that an adequate Hostel should be built 
for the students of the University of Jerusalem. The Inter-University 
federation had succeeded in raising by various méans the sum of £500 to 
that eud, and a further £500 was promised by a pr.vate donor, so that 
£1,000 already existed towards the building funds. As regards the question 
of over-professionalisation in the Jewish body politic, concluded Mr. 
Perlzweig, they must reform from within and not allow themselves to be 
coerced by any outside pressure. It should be the duty of the World Union 
to combat, with all the means at its command, the menace of anti- 
Semitism, and to that end they should make full use of their ex-officio 
representation on the Institute for Intellectual Co-operation of the League 
of Nations, the International Students’ Service, and other bodies. 

The session on Friday morning was opened under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. L. Bakstansky. Professor Norman Bentwich lectured on “* Unive: sity 
and Student Life in Palestine.’’ It was significant, he said, that even while 
the War was proceeding in 1918, the foundation-stone of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity was laid by Dr.Weizmann, thus proclaiming to the world the intense 
and undeviating passion for iearning which was, and always had been, an 
inherent characteristic of. the Jewish people. It was aiso significant that 
immediately after the formal opening of the University in 1925 by Lord 
Balfour, the great rush of immigration began. It was important to bear 
in mind the fact that the University was still an infant. Only two 
faculties were represented ; the Humanities, comprising philology, history 
and international relations, in which there were some 150 to 200 students, 
and the Faculty of Science and Biology, in which there weresome30students. 
German students could only usefully attend the University in so far 
as they wished to pursue their studies in the faculties of learning already 
existing. That, unfortunately, would preclude a further continuation of 
study by lawyers and doctors. Indeed, it was an open question whether 
the university life would not better be furthered by a study body, pre- 
dominantly composed of residents of the country, who could infuse into it 
the rea! spirit of Eretz Yisrael. In conclusion, Professor Bentwich 

emphasised the need for establishing a student hostel at the universily, 
the achievement of which had been the dearest wish of his late father, he 
baving donated land on Mount Scopus for that purpose. 

The afternoon session was devoted to elaborating the constitution and 
voting the governing body. Resolutions were passed dealing with the 
problem of “ Umschichtung,” the Hebrew University and Zionist Develop- 
ment. It was decided that the governing body of the World Union should 
be vested in a General Council composed of members from every con- 
atifuent country, according to the size of its student organisation, with an

DEPARTMENT'S REPORT.

THE MULTI-HOSPITAL JEW, 
[From a Correspondent.| 


The Annual Report of the Department of Health for the year 
1932 has now been published and, as usual, it is full of valuable 
information. The Department took over from the Department of 
Agriculture in the course of the year a part of the agricultural 
chemical investigations hitherto conducted by the latter department, 
and the Report is extended on that account. 

The extraordinary Jewish hospital statistics to which attention 
has been directed in previous years are again repeated. Whereas 
for every thousand Moslems, there were 253.8 new out-patients and 
15.5 admissions to hospital, and for every thousand Christians 
589.5 new out-patients and 75.3 admissions to hospital, among the 
Jews there were 2115.4 new out-patients and 104.9 admissions 
to hospital! A Jewish population of 180,793 provided 382,457 new 
out-patients and 18,980 admissions to hospital. These figures are, 
bn of course, additional to private patients, for whom there is one 
medical practitioner for every 248 of the population. Disease was 
tee not specially prevalent in Palestine last year, nor is the country an 
unhealthy one, nor are Jews more subject than other inhabitants «f 
the country to illness. The only possible explanation must be, as 
has been suggested more than once, that Jewish patients patronice 
three or four hospitals simultaneous'y. 

In other directions expansion, severely limited by budgetary con- 
siderations, is recorded. An extension of the. Government Lunatic 
Asyium at Bethlehem rendered possible the relief of the Ezrath Nashim 
lustitution of thirty non-paying patients, whom they were unahie to 
maintain. At the end of the year, there were 257 serious cases of lunacy 
in Palestine, 138 Jewish and 99 Arab. Of the Jews 101 were in. the 
Government Mental Hospital, 48 in the Jewish Institution and 57 
awaiting admission. Of the Arabs, 48 were in the Government Hospital 
and 51 awaiting admission. A temporary annexe with thirty beds was 
: mided to the Haifa.Government Hospital to provide for Jewish patients 
; from the Kupat Cholim Hospitai at Afuleh, which was closed for 
two months for lack of funds. The shortage of beds in Lower Galilec 
put an additional tax on the Scottish Mission Hospital at Tiberias. 
: The Schweitzer Hospital of the Hadassah Organisation there has never 
+ been opened. Another noticeable lack is that of provision for taberculous 
patients, of whom .there is an excessive number among both Jews and 
Arabs. For the Arabs, there is no provision: that for the Jews is absurdly 
inadequate. The reduction of Hadassah income did not necessarily result 
in a reduction of activities. . Financial pressure forced economies and 
re-organisation that might not otherwise have been introduced. The 
local communities and the General Trade Union were also forced by 
¥ necessity to take greater responsibilities on theirshoulders. The Govern- 
.: ment also is increasing its assistance to the Jewish Health services. The 
Director of the Department speaks in appreciative terms of the Kupat 
Cholim Organisation, the Trade Union Sick Fund, which is now entirely 
dependent on its members who number 20,000, and some oftheir employers. 
“ It is run on good lines and provides its members with an excellent medical 
service, economically conducted.” Thus the financial stringency has not 
been in all respects a misfortune, and those critics who, in the past, have 
said that the best that could happen for Palestine Jewry would be the 
cessation of all outside contributions, except for objects of pure charity, 
such as orphans and the indigent aged, are to some extent justified. 


Medical Profession Overcrowded. 


Mention has already been made of the very high proportion of 
registered medical practitioners in the Jewish population. Nevertheless, 
the number is sti!l jnc;tising and causes a serious problem. A number 
are ygheeftuurishing, but a much larger number are not far from

‘as navvies and porters, or accepting appointments in their profession at 
salaries of £70and £80 a year. The increase and improvement in housing 
accommodation in the villages, Arab and Jewish, is noticeable. - In part, if 
not entirely, this is due to the increase of population, if not always to 
prosperity. Arab emigration has entirely ceased, for Palestinian 
immigrants are not accepted in any country. With a succession of bad 
harvests and every year more mouths to fill, conditions in the Arab 
villages as a whole are deteriorating year by year.

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The general death rate 22.26, showed a slight increase as compared 
with the previous year. The Infant Mortality rate, however, dropped from 
170 to 153 per thousa: d, 164 among Moslems, 141 among Christians and 
85h among Jews. Among the Mosiems this rate fell: in the other two 
communities it rose. The birth rate based on the census fig ires 
of 1931 showed 44.1 per thousand for the whole population (Moslems 18.9. 
Christians 86.4, Jews 29.2), a general decline but most noticeable among 
Moslems and Jews. The Jewish popula'ion are healthy on the whole, but 
they compare unfavourably with the Arabs in respect of enteric fevers 
and mental disease. Malaria is being rapidly brought under con ro). 
‘There was not a single case of this disease, once one of the scourges of 
Palest ne. as a result of local infection, in Jerusalem, Jaffa or Tel Aviv, 
and in Haifa there were only six such cases. 

Finally. it must be recorded that with smallpox raging in the two 
neighbour ing countries of Egypt and Syria, there was not a single case in 
Palestine—a wonderful tribute to the efficiency of the Depattment and 
its staff. 


Growth of Levant Fairs—and of Tel-Aviv. 


“JEW SUSS”" TO BE PERFORMLD. 


[From our Correspondent, JERUSALEM. | 


\ striking illustration of the rapid growth of the Levant Fair 
in Tel-Aviv, is provided by the fact that the area occupied by the 
Fourth Fair in 1929 was only 25,000 square metres. In 19532, the 
Fair was 50,000 square metres, and in 1954 the area will be doubled 
again. 

Foreign participation on an unprecedented scale has been 
promised next year. There will be. two main sections, a Palestine 
and a Foreign one, with sub-sections for motor transport, textiles, 
building materials; machinery, foodstuffs, agriculture, handicrafts, 
ari, sport, etc, 

A main hall, to-be the largest auditorium in Tel-Aviv, which 
can be converted into a Kurhaus or Casino, and a plage are among 
the features of the deve opment in this area. The first structure 
will be the large British Pavilion, to house exhibits representing 
British export industries. The foundation-stone of the Levant Fair 
buildings is to be laid shortly. <A large park is also planned in 
connection with the improved bathing beach. 

Next year’s Fair coincides with Tel-Aviv's twenty-fifth birthday. 
Since its establishment in 1909 as a small garden suburb on the 
dunes outside Jaffa, it has grown into a large town with 70,000 
inhabitants at least, and is continuing to grow at a remarkable 
pace, The celebrations next year are bound to attract many 
thousands from abroad. 

“Jew Suss ° by the Habimah. 

One of the biggest premiéres ever known to Hebrew theatrical 
history in the new Eretz Yisrael is scheduled for the near future, 
the first production by “ Habimah” of Lion Feuchtwanger's novel in 
its Hebrew dramatisation, “Jew Sitiss.” The great financier of 
Wiurttemberg will not be new to the Yishuv; before his appearance 
on the stage here, he had been translated in his guise of Feucht- 
wanger’s historical novel. Long articles on assimila'ion, with 
apposite reflections upon the perils of that cult as evidenced in 
Germany to-day, are being published in advance of the actual 
presentation. “Jew Siiss” shown by that talented group of 
repertory players of whose presence here the Yishuy may well boast, 
is likely to be a memorable event. 

The German Immigration. 


German Jews seem to be coming in on every boat. Many of 
them are finding employment on their transplantation to this soil, 
some of them in different professions to which they were accustomed. 
A curious feature among these newcomers is that few seem to wish 
to speak about their experiences under the Reich in the past few 
months, no doubt fearing that the wrath of the German authorities, 
who seem to have spies posted everywhere, will be visited upon 
their families or relatives who are left behind. But the Yishuv is 
welcoming these people, most of whom have some funds to tide 
them over, and arranging for their absorption. A new hostel for 
German-Jewish immigrants has just been opened-in Jerusalem.

Codification of Immigration Law.

hardly avoidable, would. be purposeless. It will be the task of Congress to 
prepare constructive plans for the transplantation of as many German 
Jews as possible into Palestine; it is of course a task with which the 
Zionist Organisation cannot cope without the aid and co-operation of 
other than Zionist bodies, but Congress will have to consider means to 
secure the funds that are collected in different countries and which should 
be diverted for permanent and constructive purposes which, generally 
speaking, can only be in Palestine; otherwise the funds will be frittered 
away in a philanthropic manner. The constructive mind of the late 


Dr. Arlosoroff will be greatly missed at Congress on this as on many other 
political and econom.c questions. 
The Budget. 


The budget for the ensuing two years, always a sore point, wiil be 
cven more trying at the Eighteenth Congress ; the collections for German 
Jews are bound to increase the difficulties of the Keren Hayesod on whose 
revenue the budgets of the Jewish Agency for the various activities are 
based. In Great Britain, an arrangement for pooling forces has been 
effected, and the position, though in the opinion of many Zionists not 
wholly satisfactory, is, however, not as serious as it might become in 
other countries. 

The reduction in the Keren Hayesod revenues during the past two 
years owing to world economic conditions, and the consequent abandon- 
ment of important activities in Palestine, has given rise to new plans for 
raising money. It is proposed that in addition tothe Keren Hayesod, a 
national loan be raised—a scheme which had been under consideration 
prior to the creation of the Keren Hayesod. In quarters where the project 
of a national loan was opposed in 1919 and 1920 on the ground that Jewish 
assets in Palestine were inadequate to support the scheme, there is now 
much enthusiasm in its favour. Then there is a lottery proposal which it 
is believed might yield considerable revenues for purposes in Palestine. 
Finally there is some talk about the possibility of securing an international 
loan under the auspices of the League of Nations and with the aifl of the 
Mandatory Power; a scheme which however desirable, unfortunately 
dloes not depend on the decision of the Congress ; it belongs rather to the 
domain of politics, 

Politics. 

Much of the time spent at Congress is devoted to the discussion of 
politics ; a good deal of this strikes me as fruitless. Lines of policy asa 
vuide to the Executive are, of course, essential ; but no one can dogmatise 
on the political methods to be employed by the leadership; only 
unscrupulous demagogues and political adventurers can pretend to bein a 
position to obtain through the political instruments bettter results or to 
possess the secret of how to become masters of the political situation. 
Similarly it is futile, and certainly notin the least political, to indulge in 
abstract discussion as to ultimate Zionist aims. Isaiah had a vision of the 
final purpose or the “ ultimate end,” as he called it, but a Zionist Congress 
can and must deal with immediate problems. Naturally, Congress must 
take long views in facing the fundamental problems, but long views do 
not mean that the assembly should convert itself into a debating society 
discussing finalities with great subtiety. 

Congress, taking note.of the realities of the political situation, will, 
with good reason, have to record dissatisfaction with the course of events. 
The relations with the Mandatory Power have undoubtedly improved since 
Sir Arthur Wauchope succeeded Sir John Chancellor as High Commis- 
sioner, but the negative policy in regard to the furthering of the Jewish 
National Home, which has throughout characterised the British Adminis- 
tration has remained fundamentally unchanged. 

Palestine Offices. 

A very urgent problem which Congress will have to consider and take 
decisions upon is that of the machinery of the Palestine Offices in the 
various countries. The constitution of these offices which deal with the 
distribation of labour certificates, are not only bad, but absurd; and as a 
result, the present system has been as great a source of friction in the 


movement as any. The system of the Government in issuing a labour - 


schedule every six months, is in itself far from wholesome and is as much 
a source of the trouble as is the limited number of certificates granted. 
Unfortunately, the Jewish Agency is helpless in regard to that. But once 
these certificates are at the disposal of the various Palestine offices, the 
distributions should be regulated by an impartial body chosen from men 
who have knowledge of Palestine and its requirements and who are in a

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position to judge the suitability or otherwise of the applicants. The 
present system whereby those in control are drawn from the various 
parties, is fundamentally bad. Such a system is bound to be open to the 
suspicion of partiality ; suspicions which many believe to be not wholly 
unfounded. 

Private Enterprise. 

As to the much-discussed problem of private enterprise, I confess that 
I fail to appreciate the criticism one often hears about inadequate atten 
tion being given it. If an enterprise is private, if obviously is “ private,” 
and apart from sympathy and, of course, encouragement by way of careful 
informat on, private enterprise obviously cannot, indeed must not, have 
any official character. Every failure would have to be shouldered by the 
Jewish Agency, every success would count to the individuals concerned. 

If the criticism means that private industry should be assisted by way 
of granting loans to small traders, it isa legitimate demand. But who 
would oppose it if there were funds for it? I have the impression that in 
the past when there was a greater flow of money, such assistance was, 
indeed, rendered. In any case, I doubt whether there is any objection in 
principle to it by any party. It is only a question of funds, ‘ Labour is 
certainly as anxious to have individual loans as industrialists, even thoug! 
they insjst on the observance of certain labour conditions. 

[ have attempted to sketch, very inadequately, I admit, some of the 
major problems which the Eighteenth Congress will have to face. I have 
tried to be as objective as is at all possible for anyone holding definite 
views. If the Eighteenth Congress can achieve a greater measure of unity 
in the movement than now exists, it will have made an enormous contribu 
tion to the progress of the Jewish National movement. Such unity, 
paradoxical as it may appear, might have to be cffected through the 
elimination of certain elements. But in the long run such a course would 
prove helpful to the health and strength cf the Zionist organisations. 

The EKighteenth Zionist Congress will be as unique in the number of 
re pres ntatives as in many other respects, ana one can only hope that if 
will fulfll at least some of the results expected from it. Meeting under 
éxtraordinary circumstances in the life of the Jewish people, Zionists are 
entitled to expect that the great Jewish assembly, at which Jewries wil! 


be represented from all the world over—excepting Russia and Germany 
will rise to the occasion.

of LE Fou pe D1Ev, by Elian J. Finbert 
(Fasquelle, Paris, 12 francs), contain some of the most interesting pages 
to be found in recent French-Jewish fiction. M. Finbert how 
Hillel Schwartz. a low-class Alexandrian Jew, makes an excursion one 
afternoon to the dunes ontside the town, and how he comes suddenly 
opon El-Badawi,.a native “holy man” of some repute. El-Badawi is a 
man who possesses a curious double personality. Filthy, dressed in rags, 
accompan ed by numbers of hungry dogs, he wa ders from village to village, 
selling charms andamulets, lecherous, impudent, glorying in his squalor and 
abjection. But the vagabond is also a mysiic, inspired by adivine voice, nay, 
identifie 1 with God Himself. The extraordinary dialogue that now takes 
place between the Dervish and the Jew, the outpourings of El-Badawi and 
his mystic dance in the desert, surrounded by his dogs, wheeling beneath 
the circling stars, is vividly described by the author. As for Hillel Schwartz, 
he returns to Alexandria and begins to sicken with the “illness of God’’ 
which he strives in vain to shake off. Finally he breaks with his discredit- 
able Alexandrian connections; and, having convinced himself that “ Israel 
can never disappear, for he is the passion for God in the heart of cvery 
man,"’ he sails for Marseilles, preparatory to converting first France and 
then the world. The novel with a purpose is rarely successful as a novel, 
and the second half of “ Le Fou de Dieu” can haruly be said to carry out 
the promise of the commencement. The meeting between the Jew and 
the Dervish provides a situation which, however original and arresting in 
itself, is not a sufficient basis for a whole book. The minor characters are 
unreal and uninteresting, Above all, the “ conversion” of Hillel Schwartz 
forms an unsatisfactory conclusion to the tale. It is a pity’that the plot 
of this novel: is not more credible, for M. Finbert has written several 
scenes and fragments of dialogue that show a remarkable degree of 
descriptive power and imaginative force.

In FROM PHARAOH TO HITLER (Consolidated Book Publishers, Inc., 
Chicago, 2 dols.), Mr. Bernard J. Brown,“ authorand lecturer.” cou rageously 
attempts to solve the age-old problem: “ WhatisaJew?” Like jesting 
Pilate, he does not wait for.an answer. To his mind, the cul‘ ural and 
religious bond has almost disappeared; while the Jewish nationality is a 
myth. The Jew of to-day, in fact, has become completely, or almost 
completely, assimilated ; and the “ inter-social irritant ” still prevalent is 
due entirely to the misu»derstanding of the term “Jew” by either side. 
Mr. Brown's book is certainly a useful reminder of the fact that racial 
anti-Semitism is scientifically unsound, as well as ethically monstrous. 


THE CHURCH AND THE JEWS IN THE THIRTEENTH CENTURY, by Dr. 
Salomon Grayzel (Dropsie College, Philadelphia), is perhaps one of the 
most solid contributions to Jewish historical study that America has 
produced. It consists of a source-book, based upon various papal .etters and 
conciliar decrees (some of them published here for the first time) illustra- 
ting relations between the Church and the Jews during the years 1198-1254, 
when the medieval Church legislation, which completed the decradation 
of the Jew, was finally formulated and put into effect. Hence the vo'ume 
is more than a collection of records; for it provides a bas‘s for the under- 
standing of the Jewish pos'tion in the Middle Ages as a whole. The intro- 
duction is long and scholarly, its footnotes themselves constituting a 
success on of valuable excursuses. It is of peculiar interest, in the present 
juncture, to see the repeated precedents for intervention on the part of 
the Holy See in protest against the maltreatment of the Jew in the past. 
An innovation is made in this volume by the translation of the Latin texte, 
which is printed facing the originals—an aid which one reader at least 
has found welcome, if unflatteriny. 


The JUBILEE RECORD of the Royal College of Music, written by 
Hf. C, Colles and published by Macmillan at 3s. 6d., is a pleasant, succinct 
little histery of the College which was founded in 1883. The members 
of the R.C.M. might justifiably claim that the fact that these past fifty 
years have been a period of steady revival and development of English 
music is rather more than a coincidence, and that the College has hada 
Jarge share in that revival. It is well that, before the founders and early 


' workers of the R.C.M. are completely forgotten outside its walls, this 


volume. should commemorate such names as Otto Goldschmidt, husband 
of Jenny Lind, Gustay Garcia, Ernest Paver, Albert Visetti, Walter 


Parratt and other foundation Professors, as well as the better-known Sir 
George Grove, Sir Hubert Parry and others who have carved a permanent 
niche for themselves in the story of British music. All forme and 
present pupils of the R.C.M., and a host of friends will find this JUBILEE 
RECORD of interest. 


L. Deutschlander’s essay, BIBLISCH-TALMUDISCHE SENTENZEN UND 
MOTIVE IN DER WELTLITERATUR (Kauffmann Verlag, Fraukfurt-a-M.} 
contributed to the Rosenheim Jubilee volume which was reviewed in 
these columns some time ago, is an attempt to give an indication of th: 
power and influcnce of Biblical and Rabbinic thought on the great maste: 
pieces of the world’s literavure. The evidence is impressive a d is of 
excellent educational value. The author casts his net wide, and in hi« 
selections are represented writers and th nkers of all ages and climes. A! 
times, however, he allows his zeal to overrun and to det: ct influences tha: 
can hardly be admittéd. It is only by a tour de force that one can, fo: 
example, trace in Browning’s “God's in His Heaven, all's right with the 
world ” the influence of Genesis i., 28, “And God blessed them and God 
said unto them: * Be fruitful, and multiply and replenish the earth and 
subdue it.’’

The Function of the Deputies. 
From Mr. I. AARONSON. 


To the Editor of Tur JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,--At.a time when the Board of Deputies is being criticised from 
many quarters for its methods of dealing with the reactions of present 
German policy upon our co-religionists, itis pertinent to inquire what was 
the original purpose of its creation. A glance at the Jewish Encyclopmwedia 
will show that the sphere of action of the Deputies, together with t at of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, is to “ obtain protection for those who may 
suffer in consequence of being Jews” and to “* safeguard the interests of 
British Jews as a religious community.” 

It appears possible that the Board, on the one hand, and its critics, on 
the other hand, are being misled by the currency of a loose phra e that 
describes the Board as the “ Parliament of British Jews.” This phrase 
would indicate that it is the function of the Board to exercise contro! 
over, and to co-ordinate the activities of, the Jewish population in Great 
Britain. This fallacious view would explain much of the regrettabio 
disagreements that have recently arisen in the Community. 

The primary object of the Board is to endeavour to protect the 
interests of the Jewish Community whenever these are attacked on a 
serio. 8 scale; not to act as the Government of British Jewry. It has, 
however, recently arrogated to itself the function of doing police-work 
among Anglo-Jewry, with, it may be added, a very sensitive awareness of 
its imaginary duties. | 

The recent debate on the Boycott resolution is a very instructive 
example of how harmful a misconception of the Board’s functions can be. 
The attention of many active communal workers was engaged for weeks on 
what was after all, a very tr vial question. It is neither the business 
of the Board to prevent the organisation of a Boycott, vor to assist i. 
its organisation. Some months ago, when the position in Germany wis 
mre susceptible to official influence than it ig to.day, active participation 
by the Board in a boycott movement might*Kave hal its advantages. At 
that time, however, public opinion did not urge a full-blooded policy. 
Those who have become critics to-day were unaware of the fu!! 
implications of the -Hitler regime. They were educated by the very 
leaders whom they now denounce. 

Instead of venting our pent-up feelings in denunciations of Jeadershi:, 
let us, by personal contact, strengthen the boycott movement and tho 
relief organisations. Paper resolutions, however official, are useless. Let 
the Board concentrate its energies on attempting to protect the Jews of 
Germany instead of legislating abortively for the Community in Englan(. 
It will then recover its lost prestige and make a weighty contribution to 
the very serious tasks confronting it. Above all, let no sect on of Jewry 
compensate itself for its apparent inability to strike a successful blow 
upon the enemy by indulging in internecine strife. 

The Commrnity has the right to demand rnbysterical and well- 
informed leadership, but should refrain from transferring, even uncol- 
sciously, the blame of tragic circumstances upon the shoulders of th 5° 
who are, as yet, powerless to remedy them, :

DESPAIR AND ITS HARVEST OF SUICIDE 


Nazis’ Callous Satisfaction 


JEWISH COMMUNITIES EXPELLED FROM TOWNS 


WHEN LIFE IS UNENDURABLE. 
COLOGNE RABBINATE’S APPEAL. 


In the space of twenty-four hours, last week, four persons com 
mitted suicide in Berlin. A woman of forty-seven threw herself out 
of a window, a man of twenty-five threw himself in front of a train, 
« man of sixty was found hanging from a tree, and a woman of sixty- 
live was picked up dead in the street. 

The suicide, by shooting, of a well-known doctor, Herr Schwarz- 
schild, is reported from Cologne. His wife thereupon took poison 
and has died in hospital. When the news became known, a crowd 
of his former poor patients gathered before his house to express 
their sympathy, 

The epidemic of suickles among the Jews in the Rhineland is 
growing daily, and the Jewish Community of Cologne has issued an 
appeal signed by the Rabbinate and the Jewish communal leaders 
urging the Jews not to despair. As long ago as last April the 
Ccntralverein issued a similar appeal. 

A callous repudiation of any intention to change the attitude 
which is now dominant in Germany with regard to the Jews, no 
matter what may happen, is contained in the press comments on 
the suicide of Fritz Rosenfelder, the leader and organiser of the 
local sports club at Cannstatt, in Wiirttemburg, when he found 
himself expelled for being a Jew from the club which he had founded, 
organised and led for years. In a letter, characteristic of the 
present state of feeling of many Jews in Germany, which he 
widressed to the members of his clnb, he wrote: “My dear 
friends, these are my last greetings to you. No German Jew 
can consciously agree to be considered a traitor by the move- 
ment which Jews had hoped would bring salvation for Nationalistic 
Germany. I am departing with no feeling of hatred. My only 
wish is that Germany should be restored to a state of reason. 
Since I find myself outlawed and prohMbited from doing the work I 
love, [ am taking my life of my own free will, hoping in that way to 
make my Christian friends realise how Jews are now made to feel 
in Germany. How fine it would have been if I had rather been able 
to give my life for the good of the Fatherland. I ask you not to 
mourn me, but to try to restore the true position, so that justice 
should win, for only in that way will you do honour to my memory.” 
“If the Jew Rosenfelder thought that Germany would change its 
attitude towards the Jews,” one paper comments, “ he took his life 
to no purpose. Nothing can change our attitude, Now that he is 
dead, we too think of him with no hatred. On the contrary, we are 
glad of his action, and we would not object if all his co-religionists 
were to follow his example.” . 


The Hell of Nuremberg. 


THe Times publishes further details of the wholesale action 
taken by the Nazis against Jews at Nuremberg on July 20th. “It 
appears,” writes its Munich Correspondent, “that-on the ground 
of an alleged secret meeting in the Synagogue, about 800 Jews, 
chiefly shopkeepers, but including several well-known Nuremberg 
doctors and lawyers, were arrested after a search of their homes. 
They were made to march in a procession through the streets and 
treated with derision and brutality, old men who were unable to 
walk quickly enough being urged on with kicks. They were finally 
interned in a large police barracks. The greater part have now 
been released, but several of those belonging to the professional 
classes are still in confinement and have been made to perform 
degrading labour and suffer various humiliations. Some are 
believed to hare been transferred to the concentration camp at 
Dachau. In several cases during the raids sums of money, the 
personal property of individual Jews, were seized by the Nazis.” 
The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN confirms this account and states that 
some of the prisoners were compelled to pull weeds out of a cinder- 
track with their teeth. Bank accounts of Jews were closed and the 
records impounded. The arrests were made by Nazis, who after- 
wards took the prisoners to police stations and themselves delivered 
them into custody. The growing anti-Jewish feeling in the 
Nuremberg area on Sunday culminated in an official order prohibi- 

ting Jews remaining in the townships of Ober Rossbach, Unter 
Rossbach and Rimbach. The order was signed by Mayor Loew on 
bebalf of all three townships. At the same time, the Municipality 


resolved to issue a public notice that no member of the community 
may trade with Jews. 

- The city of Chemnitz has gained notoriety ever since the revolu- 
tion by its brutal persecution of the Jews. AS a resulf of this 
unabated crusade of the local Nazis, who are continually sending 
numbers of Jews to the concentration camp, many Jews have either 
left the city or are making preparatipns to leave it. One, who 
managed to est ape abroad after being tortured by the Nazis, was 
ill-advised enough to send a letter to the Nazi headquarters com 
plaining-of the treatment he had received at the hands of the storm 
The Nazis replied to his letter by a visit té his two brothers 
in Chemnitz, who were both abducted by them and have not been 
heard of since. 

Mr. Messersmith, the United States Consul-General in Berlin, 
last week reported personally to the United States Ambassador in 
Berlin, Mr. Dodd, the facts of the treatment of a 29-year-old American 
student, named Walter Orloff, who appears to have been imprisoned 
for nearly a month and prevented from communicating with th: 
American authorities. The Consul-General said that the case “ was 
as grave as the Zuckerman case” (the American Jew who was 
assaulted and badly injured by Nazis in the streets of Leipzig). Mr. 
Orloff, who is a Jew, is still in prison. 

According to the Berlin Correspondent of the DAILY TELEGRAPH, 
a new law is to be promulgated at once regarding the manner in 
which convicted persons and the exercise of the perogative of mercy 
shall be dealt with in future. In the first place all executions in 
Prussia are to be accomplished by means of the axe. Humaneness 
may no longer play a leading réle, Persons legally convicted of! 
serious crimes must understand that full expiation is demanded of 
them. Hard labour is to be real hard labour. There have already 
been several executions by means of the axe. 


Grinding the Jews Out of Industry. 


The organ of the shoe trade in Germany, the SCHUH UND LEDER, 
has announced that the forthcoming Conference of the Federation 
of German Shoe Merchants at Erfurt will. adopt measures to 
“ Germanise ’ the shoe trade by the exclusion of Jews. 

The Hamburg branch of a Jewish firm that for decades had 
printed the visiting cards and invitations for Governmental circles 
and the Diplomatic Corps in Berlin has been asked by police officials 
to remove from its window cards of President Hindenburg, Seidte, 
members of the Hamburg Nazi Senate and others, as the sight ol 
them in a Jewish shop might prove a provocation, and lead to the 
smashing of their windows. 

It is announced that neither Jewish designers nor Jewish 
mannequins will be allowed to take part in the Nazi dress show 
in Berlin. This show is described as a challenge to the tyranny of 
French fashions, and London dress establishments have been 
invited to send representatives to it. 

The Minister for Economic Affairs has been obliged to check 
the movement among members of the Nazi party to compel public 
bodies to give orders only to firms whose members are of Aryan 
descent. The Minister states that the fact cannot be overlooked 
that foreign capital to the amount of about £1,300,000,000 is invested 
in German works and businesses. Not only is this foreign participa- 
tion desirable from the German standpoint, but much German 
capital is working in foreign businesses. Therefore no ground 
should be given to foreign capitalists to take reprisals against 
German measures. 

Six of the leading officials of the Reich Broadcasting Company, 
some of them men internationally known and with contracts 
running for years to come, have been dismissed at a moment's 
notice under the Act enabling the dismissal of Jews, the politically 
suspect, or the allegedly inefficient, and are to receive their salaries 
for three months. Five of them have since been arrested and sent 
to concentration camps. 

Having found it impossible to “Aryanise” the Hamburg 
Federation, of Grain Merchants on account of the overwhelming 
number of its Jewish members, the authorities have dissolved the 
Federation, seized its funds and property and handed over every- 
thing the Federation possessed to the Aryanised All-German 
Federation of Commerce. ,

resign and all Jewish employees have been dismissed. 

The German Coffee Traders’ Organisation has been Nazified and 
all Jews have been dismissed from its administration. 

The Nazis have now commenced a campaign even against the 

Aryanised” Jewish firms, which according to the regulations 
became Aryan by placing fifty-one per cent. of their capital in Aryan 
hands and by dismissing all Jews from their managements. The 
Nazis now demand that even such firms should be boycotted and 
not allowed to assume German names, as they are still to a large 
extent Jewish businesses. As a result of the pressure of the 
Fighting League of the German Middle Class the authorities have 
closed one of the biggest Jewish linen concerns in Germany. the 
Hemdematz, on the ground that it was engaged in an “ unclean” 
competition with pure German linen factories. The Hemdematz 
used to produce linen of a good quality at low prices, and its trade 
was enormous. 

The Union of Auditors and Bookkeepers in Hamburg has been 
completely ~ Nazified” and all its Jewish members have been expelled. 

Germans are to be cleaner than ever, for all non-Aryan firms 
will be excluded from the Soap Exhibition which will be held in 
Berlin in the autumn. This order has been issued by the organisers 
of the Exhibition despite the fact that the best soaps in Germany 
are manufactured by Jewish firms, which alone made it possible for 
German soaps to compete successfully with French soaps in the 
foreign markets. 

The NATIONAL ZEITUNG, which appears in Essen and which is 
Capt. Goering’s special newspaper. announces that the Ullistein 
Publishing Company, the largest of its kind in Berlin, and probably 
in all Germany, is on the yerge of collapse. MorGENposT, which, 
until the Hitlerists assumed power, had a larger circulation than 
any Berlin newspaper, has lost half of its subscribers since the end 


of January, and the circulation of the Berlin [DLALUSTRIERTE -ZRITUNG: 


has fallen in the same time from 1,900,000 to 1,100,000. The Ullstein 
Publishing Company has endeavoured to hold its own by dismissing 
many of the Jewish members of its editorial staff and of its business 
management. But it is obvious from the comments in the Nazi 
newspapers that the Nazis will not be satisfied until the Ullstein 
firm disappears and the publishing house is conducted under a 
“ neutral flag.” The VossiscHE ZEITUNG is also published by the 
UlUstein firm. 


More “ Education.” 


Two Jewish girls, Goldmann and Beer, have been expelled from 
one of the Berlin Schools of Commerce, because they refused to rise 
and join in the singing of a Nazi anti-Jewish song. 

The Jewish Students’ Association of Thuringia, which has 
existed in Dresden for the past ten years, has been dissolved by 
order of the political police. - 

As a result of the extreme anti-Jewish regime in the higher 
educational institutions and the absence of any prospects for Jewish 
students under the Hitlerist rule, large numbers of Jews are volun- 
tarily abandoning their studies and withdrawing from the higher 
education=1 institutions. There are also very few new Jewish 
candidates for admission, 

The Frankfort Municipality has decided not to admit any non- 
Aryans to the Municipal educational institutions. The Frankfort 
Stock Exchange has also decided not to allow Jewish brokers to 
appear at the Exchange. 

Sixteen university professors and lecturers have been dismissed 
from their posts by the Hamburg Senate. The reasons are that 
either they are not of pure Aryan descent or their political views 
are not in full accord with those of Herr Hitler. Furthermore, 
about thirty-four high officials in the city’s administrative service 
have been retired. Among the dismissed professors are Professor 
Cassirer, the well-known philosopher, and Professor Berendsohn, 
the literary authority. 

The first course in racial problems was opened last week at 
Halle University, with about 500 doctors present, a third of the 
total number of medical men in Saxony. State Commissar Haman, 
in his opening speech, said that laws would be issued applying to 
the whole of Germany, requiring all doctors to provide proof within 
a year or two that they have been passed through aspecial raceology 
course, without which they will not be permitted to practise. Dr. 
Gercke bas been appointed as head of the Department of Race Problems 
in the Ministry of the Interior. He has sole authority to issue certi- 
ficates for applying the law relating to the employment of officials, 
and he is alone entitled to bear the official title of Expert for Racial 
Research. The appointment of other experts for racial research 
and the establishment of so-called race offices, or the like, in 
other States or Municipalities will not be permitted. 

The President of the Provincial Bureau for Racial Sciences, 
Herr Astel, has given proof of his intense enthusiasm for race 
purity. In a call to the people he says, “for the sure knowledge 
whether the origin is pure Aryan or there is some admixture of 
foreign blood, it is necessary to put the origin of the ancestors to a 
thorough test for at least sixteen generations.’ The call of Herr 
Astel may not be taken lightly by the people for whom it is meant 
because it will be difficult for anyone to obtain a marriage certificate 
unless he is able to provide a pure genealogy for at least sixteen 
generations. 

An all-German National Exhibition, in which particular 
emphasis will be placed on the racial question, will -be opened in 
Berlin, in March, 19384. The exhibition will be held under the 
slogan: “German Nation—German Labour,’ with President von 
Hindenburg as Patron and Dr. Goebbels, Honorary President. It 
will be on a large scale, and will aim to demonstrate the industrial, 


“agrarian and artisan achievement of the New Germany. If will for 


the first time provide a complete review of the race problem and of 
race hygiene, including racial admixture. There will be a special 
department dedicated to German racial purity, under the supervision 


The Destruction of Professional Jewry. 


The Nazi Commissary for the medical profession has ordered 
that no Jewish doctor shall leave his practice during temporary 
absence in the hands of a Jewish medical man or of a doctor who 
is not a pure German. He adds that no German doctor shal! call 
in a Jewish medical man for consultation. 

An order has been issued in Berlin barring excluded Jewish 
lawyers from holding positions as assistants in lawyers’ offices, ag 
has frequently happened during the last two months. 
thus robbed of their last means of a livelihood. 

The Nazi lawyers have received instructions to report to head. 
quarters all firms which still engage Jewish lawyers. All notaries 
have also been instructed to report tothe authorities all sa'es of 
estates hy Jews in order to prevent the flight of the Jews with 
their capital from Germany before they had paid their taxes in full.” 

Three of the oldest Jewish judges in Germany, Dr. Metz, Dr. 
Citron and Dr. Sonntag were dismissed last week by an order of the 
Ministry of Justice. Dr. Max Meyer has been dismissed from his 
post as President of the District Court. Thirty-four Jewish notaries 
and more than one hundred-and-ten Jewish lawyers were by the 
same order deprived of their right to practise. Most of them 
practised in Berlin. Professor William Stern, Professor of Philosophy 
of Hamburg University, was dismissed. Professor Stern, who is 
sixty-two, is a world-famous psychologist, one of the greatest 
authorities on child psychology, but he is also a grandson of 
Sigismund Stern, one of the founders of the Berlin Jewish Reform 
Community. 

The Association of Teachers in Thuringia has decided to expel 
all Jewish teachers from membership. They may continue, how. 
ever, to draw the benefits of the Association's Sick Fund and Death 
Insurance, 

The decision of the Association of German Writers to admit 
Jewish writers as members, has aroused a storm of indignation 
among the Nazis and the Association has been forced to publish a 
new statement, declaring that no Jews would be admitted as members 
and that the original announcement was due toa misunderstanding. 

A new organisation of German writers is being formed in Berlin 
from which Jews will be strictly excluded. The new organisation 
hopes to obtain a monopoly of the issue of licences for the publica- 
tion of books, and it will unite under its banner the various existing 
organisations of German writers.

“Exterminate Them!”’ 

The Nazi organ Dir DeuTSCHE OsTFRONT, of Gleiwitz, Silesia. in 
an article headed * Exterminate Them,” declares that “the Jewish 
Nation is of the devil. It is a nation of criminals and murderers, 
and must be exterminated from under the sun.” 

The Nazi Party, which commands a majority in the Municipality 
of Munich, has introduced a motion into the Municipal Council 
demanding that no baptised Jews should be buried in the Christian 
cemetery. 

The situation in Berlin is stilltense. Writing from there to the 
DAILY TELEGRAPH last week, Mr. Norman Hillson said “the houses 
inhabited by Jews in the Charlottenburg district keep their shutters 
up, andin the West-end on Saturdays and Sundays, where the Jewish 
colony was so prominent, you no longer see Jews in cafés or 
restaurants, or even on the streets. They seem to have disappeared 
as if by magic.” 

On account of the financial distress experienced by the Jewish 
Communities of Kénigsberg and Mannheim the Communities have 
been very reluctantly compelled to inform their respective spiritual 
heads, Rabbi Professor Perles and Rabbi Dr. Oppenheim, that they 
could no longer maintain them. Professor Perles had been in his 
office for thirty-five years and’ Dr. Oppenheim for forty years. 

The Board of Directors of the Stat ium of Nirnberg has forbidden 
Jews to enter the sports grounds. 

The following report appears in the Basle NATIONALZEITUNG: 
“ Last week, in a hospital here in Basle, we were shown the back of 
a German Jew, beaten black and blue. He had taken part in the 
War and had served as an N.C.O. on three fronts, and his German 
sentiments were beyond doubt. We doubt very much however, 
whether his torturer has been punished. On the contrary, the 
p ‘tient asked us not to publish his name, as he feared his dependents 
would be victimised.” 

The Jews of Berlin have not only lost the right to slaughter 
avimals according to the Jewish rites, but they are also expected to 
make good the losses suffered by the local slaughter-houses, as a 
result of the prohibition of Shechita. Accordingly the Lord Mayor 
of Berlin has now imposed a special tax of four pfennig per pound 
on imported meat. Even before the imposition of the new tax the 
price of imported kasher meat in Berlin was nearly double its price 
before the prohibition of Shechita, and the poorer Jews could no 
longer afford it. 

The Nazis are now circulating post-cards with an anti-Jewish 
prayer printed on them. The prayer implores God to send another 
Moses to take his co-religionists to their promised land and divide 
the sea once again for them, but this time drown all the Jews when 
they are in the sea, so that all nations may live in peace afterwards. 

The memorial to Heinrich Heine, one of the greatest German 
poets, but unattractive to Nazis because he was a Jew, is to be 
removed from the public park at Hamburg and stored in a shed, 

The Nuremberg town council has issued an order refusing 
entrance to Jews to any of the municipal swimming baths. 

In order to maintain law and public safety,” the Burgomaster

Thirty-one Polish Anti-Semites Sentenced.

Amazing Revelations at the Zywiec Riot Trial. 


BARBAROUS “DUM-DUM” BULLETS SUPPLIED. 
|From our Correspondent—WARSAW. | 


After an eleven days’ trial, thirty-one of forty-two Poles tried for 
organising Jewish riots at Zywiec, near Cracow, on the 14th of 
March, have received sentences of imprisonment ranging from four 
months to three years. The rest were freed. George Ferens, the 
organiser of the riots, was sentenced to three years imprisonment 
and his immediate associate, Joseph Surma, to eighteen months. 

The trial, which was held at Wadowice, near Cracow, the 
scene of the riots, was the longest one of its kind in Polish legal 
history and the only one in which such a large number of Poles have 
been sent to gaol for anti-Jewish riots. It will go along way to 
dissuade Polish anti-Semites from similar criminal acts in the 
future. The trial revealed that there existed in Poland a special 
Organisation whose chief aim was to attack Jews. Members of this

Salonika’s New Chief Rabbi. 
- 
Measures for Relief of Local Jewry. 
{From our Correspondent. | 
The new Chief Rabbi of Salonika, Dr. Sevi Koretz, whose 
installation is to take place shortly, has described, in an interview 
with your correspondent, his impressions of the Salonika community 
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and his plans for its future. Dr. Koretz, who is on!y thirty-eight, was 
born in Poland of a celebrated family of Rabbis and was educated at 
Vienna and Berlin. 

In spite of the severe effects of the crisis on the Jewish popula- 
tion of Salonika,’ declared Dr. Koretz, “I was amazed to see the 
schools crowded to overflowing and the young people avid for 
learning. The teaching in the schools of Salonika is such that in 
a few years it might well serve as an example for Jewish education 
in other countries.” “Although the economic crisis is intense,” he 
continued, “there is no spiritual crisis.” There: was, rather, a 
“fermentation” of internal forces. Salonika might well enrich 
Sefardi Jadaism all over the world. He referred especially to the 
Sefardi music to which he had heard “ piyutim” sung in Salonika. 
Moreover, Salonika, being so near Palestine, might serve as a link 
between it and Western Jewry. 

Dr. horetz then went on to outline. his plans for intensifying 
the religious education of the young and for relieving Salonika 
Jewry in its present crisis, especially outlining schemes for produc- 
tive work and home industry. He would also endeavour to secure 
the help of the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden, the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee of America, the B'nai B'rith and the Ort in the 
plight of Salonika, Jewry. 

As one of his first practical steps, Dr. Koretz has recently presided 
over a meeting of the Communal Council, which discussed the 
situation in Salonika and will subsequently devise measures of 
relief,

The Passing of a Ghetto. 


“Inferno” of Filth and Ruins: 


WORK BEGUN ON HUGE NEW SYNAGOGUE. 

The Hara, the ancient Ghetto of Tunis, a plague spot which has 
neen likened to the seventh circle of Dante’s Hell, where a popula- 
Lion of 30,000 Jews teems amidst filth and ruins, is soon to yield to 
the spade and sledgehammer, for a vast clearance scheme is about 
to begin: Already, the foundation of a monumental Synagogue have 
been laid. 

A curious legend relates how the patron Saint of the City, Sidi 
Mahrez, taking pity on the Jews expelled from Holy Tunis, climbed 
to the dome of his mosque and hurled his stick into the void. 
‘Where it falls,” he cried, “the Jews shall live under my .protec- 
tion, safe from the rage of fanatics.” (The Hara is 300 yards from 
the Sidi Mahrez sanctuary). In gratitude, the Jews of Tunis 
supplied the oil for one of the lamps that for centuries has burnt 
there night and day. 

The Hara is to be cleared in sections, owing tothe vastness of 
the work. A large artery is to cross it, connecting the Porte de 
France, Bab-Souika Square, and Bab-Sadoun Gate. All the houses 
to be demolished are to be acquired altogether, to prevent speculation 
in rising prices, and the inhabitants are to be rehoused in the same 
districts, - 

The Synagogue itself, which it is hoped to inaugurate towards 
the end of next year, will cover over 1,000 square yards, and will 
be situated between four roads, of which three will have to be 
built. It will inelude the home of the Chief Rabbi of Tunis, the 
offices of the Rabbinate, the Rabbinical Court, a Jewish library and 
museum, while, later, a seminary, and a bakery for unleavened bread 
are proposed, in close proximity. | 


GIBRALTAR.—Jewish refugees from Germany have travelled as far 
afield as Gibraltar, and the local Community (backed up by the sympathy 
of almost every section of the non-Jewish population) under the leadership 
of Mr. A: B. M. terfaty, the President, Mr. David Benaim, President 
of the Hebrew School, Mr. 8. Levy, the Treasurer and Secretary, and 
others, have responded wholeheartedly to the emergency. Preceeding the 
campaign for the opening of a Relief Fund, an Intercession Service was 
held at the Shaar Hashamayim Synagogue in Engine: r’s Lane, and was 
attended by almost the entire Jewish population. The Service, which 
followed the lines of the London Albert Hall proceedings, was conducted by 
the Revs. M. Benzimra, J. Gabay and M. Hassan, and an address was 
siven by Mr. Serfaty. Mr. David Benaim recited the Chief Rabbi's 
Prayer, followed by the El Molé Rachamim and Kaddish. The Service 
concluded with the singing of God Save the King, in a version in Hebrew 
composed by the late Chief Rabbi of Gibraltar, the Very Rev. R. H. Moses 
Benaim. Among the congregation were a large number of visitors from 
England and America. On the following evening, the Relief Fund appeal 
was launched at a crowded meeting at the Hebrew School, Bomb House 
Lane. The Chair was taken by Mr. Serfaty, and the other speakers 
included Messrs. David Benaim, 8. Benady, M. H. Serrvya and I. M. 
Wahnon. A Resolution of Protest was passed and a large sum was 
immediately subscribed. The children of the Hebrew School spontaneously 
started a subscription among themselves. The Relief Fund has now 
1cached several hundreds of pounds. 


CANADA.—Great excitement was created among the Jews in 
Iiamilton, Ontario, by the appearance of a monster poster near the local 
bathing place to the effect that Jews were not admitted, When the Jews 
made representations to the Municipality and Police, it transpired that 
the poster was only placed there by admirers of the German Nazis. The 
authorities are now trying to find the zealous Nazis in order to prosecute 
them. Meanwhile, a slanderous attack has been made by the anti- 
Femitic PATRIOTE of Montreal on Sir Herbert Samuel, who passed through 
Montreal on his way to Banff. It describes him as one of the mythical 

‘ Blders of Zion,” and says he has come to Canada as their Emissary for 
the purpose of obtaining admission into the Dominion for German Jews, 
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THE ARGENTINE.— Argentina bas not been spared the anti-Semitie 
virus. The “Legion Civica,” founded in 1930, has molested Jewish 
students at the Universities; anti-Semitic pamphlets have been thrown 
from aeroplanes in the Provinces; and Catholic priests who preach 
racial hatied are also not lacking. Though anti-Semitism here cannot be 
called a movement, Jews are very much on the alert for their self- 
defence. Meanwhile, much activity is displayed by the organisers of the 
campaign in the aid of German Jews, though the collecting of 500,000 
dollars is considered difficult owing to the great distress in which 
Argentine Jewry finds itself. The largest individual amount given has been 
5,000 dollars. A Maccabi month is likewise proceeding, the object being 
to raise funds for the better organisation and equipment of the teams, 


EGYPT.—The Egyptian League against German Anti-Semitism has 
sent a first instalment of 50.00) frances to the Paris Committee. A further 
remittance will shortly follow. fo far this year about 1,100 Shekalim 
have been sold. 

The Egyptian State Railways have decided that a week-end train will 
be run every week to enable Jews living in Cairo to spend the Sabbath 
in Alexandria.

The Boycott in Holland and Belgium. 
-- — 


Determined Progress of Anti-Nazi Movement. 


A correspondent who has just made a tour through Holland and 
Belgium, writes: The outstanding impression of my journey through the 
principal cities of of Belgium and Holland (Ostend, Brussels, Antwerp, 
totterdam, The Hagne and Amsterdam), was the united front cn the 
question of an official and rigorous boycott of all German goods and 
services. “ It is the only way to make any impression of consequence on 
Germany. Protest meetings and pious resolutions do not do the slightest 
good. The German Government will only change or modify its attitude 
towards Jews when it feels the economic pinch and feels it hard.” This 
was the unanimous opinion abroad. They cculd not understand the 
attitude of the Deputies of British Jews in’ withholdirg their consent to 
an official boycott. The Deputies are regarded as being ina very strong 
pesition, almost the key position, in the fight against Germany. The 
British Government, the leaders in every branch of British political, civil 
and educational life had shown their sympathv. What, then, was keep 
irg the Deputies from adopting a bold policy? Iam afraid I could not 
answer the question. 


Uncompromising Boycott the Only Way. 

In Ostend, the Minister of the local Congregation, the Rev. biy 
Fridlender, said that the boycott there was being vigorously pursued.

League of Nations. 
-- — 
Immigration Into Transjordan. 


RED TAPE BAR TO PROGRESS. 

A revelation of the determined fight for the right of Jews to settle in 
Transjordan put up at the last session of the League of Nations Permanent 
Mandates Commission in June by Mr. Van Rees (Holland), the Vic 
Chairman of the Mandates Commission, is provided by the advance copy of 
the minutes secn by the Lele qraphee y representative if 
Geneva, though they will not be made public before September. Mr. Van 
lees contended strongly that the Mandate contained nothing to exclude 
Jews from immigrating into Transjordan. Reports arriving recently from 
Transjordan, he said, showed that there was adesire among the population 
of Transjordan that Jews should come and settle. 

Mr. Young, the retiring Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government. 
the accredited British representative at the session, said in reply that he 
agreed with Mr. Van Rees that the Mandate does not exclude Jewish 
immigration into Transjordan. But the British Government had decided 
on the ground of the general feeling in the country and the requirements 
of security that it was not practicable now to facilitate Jewish colonisation 
in ‘Transjordan, In reply to a question by Lord Lugard (Britain) as to 
the attitude of the Government to the colonisation of Arabs in Transjordan 
with the assistance of the Jews, Mr. Young stated that the Government 
had no objection. There could, however, be no question of transferring to 
Transjordan a larger number of Arabs than the country could absorb. 
There were no large empty areas of land in Transjordan and there was no 
movement in favour of a large immigration, 


wish 


Mr. Van Rees then pointed out that Transjordan was double the size. 


of Palestine, and that while Palestine had a population of a million, Trans 
jordan had only 300,000. Was it wise, he asked, to make the sale of land 
in Transjordan impossible when the Emir himself wanted to sell land. 
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Mr. Young claimed, in answer, that much of the land in Transjordan 
was desert, and that those parts of the country which could be cultivated 
were no less densely populated than Palestine. — Nor was there so much 
difference in the size of the two countries. The Government was not 
acainst immicration into Transjordan, but it must not bo in excess of the 
absorptive capacity of the country. In reply to a further question, Mr. 
Young said that there was no general prohibition to prevent Jews buying 
land in Transjordan, but that individually it hac been refused to Jews. 

Mr. Van Rees pointed out further that not all the Jews in Palestine 
were Palestinian citizens, and he could not sec how, as citizens of States 
which were Im mibers of the Le bit of Nations, they could be prevented 
from enjoving the benefit sof the principle of economic equality guaranteed 
in the Transijordan Mandate to the nationals of member-states, 

Mr. Young replied that the Government was taking care that the 
principle onomic equality should be gnaranteed in Transjordan 
and repeated, in reply to a further question bj) Professor KRappard, that the 
British Government was not prepared to permit that Jews should now 
in Trans jordan. Mi Loung also stated that the Provisions of the 
Mandate relating to the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home did not apply to Transjordan, and that there was no question 
now of making any changes in this respect. The British Government 
did not beheve it possibl now to facilitate the settlement cf Jews in 
Transiordan. Asked by Count de Penha Garcia to state the reasons, Mr.

Young said that. the settlement of Jews in Transjordan could not be 
encouraged for general reasons of security. ‘There was ho movement 
there. he said. in favour of the immigration of other races, ho large 
tracts of land inthe country suitable for colonisation, not withstanding thy 
fact that the country as a whole was not so densely populated as 
Palestine.

The House which has now risen for the recess, will not sit. until 


Novermber 7th unless a positionof such marked gravity afises as to warrant 
the Prime Minister calling the members together before that date.

Cold Beef Roll. 
1 carrot, turnip, and onion, 
Mace, salt, pepper. 
Stock gill. 
Brown crumbs. 

PuT the meat through the mincer, and mix it with the breadcrumbs ; 
season highly with salt, pepper, andanace ; add the stock, and bind with 
the beaten eggs, Make it into.a roll. and tie up in a pudding eloth. - -Boil 
it slowly for three hours, cither in thé stock pot, or in water to which a 
carrot, turnip, and onion have been added. When cooked, take it out, 
and re-roll tightly im the cloth, and place between two plates with a 
weight on top. Leave over night, then undo it-and roll in breadcrumbs.

Loganberries, 1 Ib, 6 sponge fingers.

Put the loganberries and sugar in a saucepan; crush the loganberries, 
anc simmer over a gentle heat till the loganberries -are soft. and then rub 
through a sieve.. Put the jelly in a basin, and pour the loganberry purée 
over and stir till dissolved ; then leave in a cool place till just beginning 
to set. Whip the cream, and add it, aia beat the mixture thoroughly for 
five minutes, Line a mould with split sponge fingers. Fill the centre 
with the loganberry cream and leave till set. 


Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Breadcrumbs 4 tablespoonfuls. 
Grated cheese, 2 ozs. 
Salt, pepper, cayenne. 


CUT a Slice off the tomatoes, and scoop out the centres; make the 
slices and centres quite hot then rub through a sieye. To this add the 
breadcrumbs and cheese and melted butter. Season well: fill the cases 
with the mixture, and bakein a moderate oven for about twenty minutes.

THE LEICESTER GALLERIES. 


The Summer Exhibition of drawings, paintings and sculpture 
by modern artists at the Leicester Galleries is disappointing. There 
is a superb collection of names in the catalogue, but the works 
exhibited are nearly all minor works. Few of them are of intrinsic 
worth, and fewer still throw fresh light on the artist. There are 
several works of Jewish interest. Among the drawings and water 
colours is a rather vapid portrait of Augustus John in 1900 by Sir 
Wm. Rothenstein (No. 5), a well-drawn “ Reclining Nude” (No. 20, 
and “Italian Peasant” (No. 27) by Mark Gertler, and “The 
Serpentine, 1890," by Camille Pissarro (No. 42). There are two good 
oils by Clara Klinghoffer, “ Standing Girl, Reading” (No. 86), and 
“ Concetta, a Capri Girl” (No. 115). Mark Gertler’s “ The Golden 
Pheasant” (No. 99), Bernard Meninsky’s “ Reclining Nude” (No. 106) 
and Lucien Pissarro’s “ Lilac and Laburnum, East Knoyle” (No. 107) 
are typically competent works and there is also Alfred Wolmark’s 
Man of Old” (No. 114). But Epstein runs away with the show, for 
the one criticism that has never been levelled at him is that he is 
dull. He shows “ Nan” and his latest head,“ Phyllis.’ “Nan” we 
have known and loved for years. “Phyllis” is by no means an 
important work and the line of the neck is ugly and seems unneces- 


sary. Yet there is no need to give the numbers of these works, for 
you cannot miss them. .

Owing to the favourable 
rates of exchange, many of our South Coast resorts are literally 
crowded with French and Belgian holidaymakers, who, of course, aro 
warmly welcomed here. They spend a great deal of money here and 
generally help very materialty English business in the resoris they 
patronise. So that when FE: glish people favour the near Contineart, they 
are but doing their little bit to reciprocate this much-appreciated gesture 
of our French and Belgian friends,

The stocks markets are remarkably busy and confident for the 
time of the year. August is invariably a slack month. The volume 
of business passing on the London Stock Exchange to-day is smaller 
than a few weeks ago, but even now many firms with somewhat 
reduced staffs owing to the holidays find conditions particularly 
busy. Good buying of all high-class investment stocks is in progress. 
This includes preference shares in reliable The

british companies. 
more speculative sections find business, satisfactory. 
doing in gold-mining shares with pronounced strength among 
Westralians owing to persistent buying from the Commonwealth on 
a market poorly supplied with shares. Activity is noticeable in teas 
and to some extent in rubbers, although the latter are influenced by 
wide variations inthe price of the commodity. Home railway stocks 
are showing to particular advantage with consistent buying of the 
junior preferences on trade developments. The entire situation 
promises well for good markets inthe Autumn. 


New Issue Success. 


The success of the Canadian Loan has enlivened the Stock 
Exchange at a time when markets frequently tend to fall into a 
holiday lethargy. It is estimated that applications for the loan 
totalled something like five times the amotint of £15,000,000 asked 
for. The stock immediately commanded a premium when dealings 
opened, snd the price has since risen to 2 premium, This loan in 
4 per cent. stOdck at an issue price of par was obvious'y attractive 
to trustees and other investors, and its success shows the demand 
that exists for sound securities. It has a minimum life of 20 years 

Other recent issues of a similar character 
premium.

Revival in Rails. 


Sharp rises in home railway preferences and junior stocks 
provide one of the outstanding feature of markets. The public is 
much impressed by the very substantial savings effected in working 
costs during the past three or four years. Now that trade shows 
definite signs of improvement, the position of the railways is much 
improved. News that the “summer” fares are to remain in force 
until the end of the year is accepted as an indication of success for 
the cheap fares policy of the railways. These and other factors 
lead to substantial support for railway stocks. Quite a feature is 
to be found in the arrangements now being made between the group 
companies and various road transport organisations specialising in 
the carriage of goods, rather than passengers. The railways are 
already largely interested in road passenger transport but it is 
obvious that steps are being taken to gain closer working arrange- 
ments with goods haulage contractors. It may be that prices for 
some of the junior railway stocks have improved rather rapidly of 
late, but taking a view over the next year or two, prospects are 
encouraging providing that trade develops as anticipated. 


The Tea Position. 


A five year plan for the regulation of tea exports which came 
into operation on April lst’ has revolutionised the tea industry. 
Prices for low and medium grade teas are rising at the auctions. 
This is particularly encouraging in view of the fact that the end of 
last season's crop is still marketed and is often sold at low prices. 
The new season leaf will come up for auction shortly when prices 
are expected further to improve. Already the effects of the restric- 
tion scheme are evident. Reduced shipments are coming from 
Ceylon and Northern India, and stocks are reduced. The aim of 
the scheme is to reduce stocks by 120 million lbs. over five years. 
The London stock figures recently issued show a reduction of 
10 million lbs. in a month. Stocks in dealers' hands have been 
allowed to fall to a very low level, but with indications of further 
improvement in prices, anxiety to replenish supplies is evident. 
Java tea is now selling over 9d. per Ib. or double the quotation this 
time last year, while Ceylon tea at more than 1s. 2d. per Ib. is 6}d. 
per lb. higher than last August. The share market is naturally 
responding to the improved position and despite recent appreciation 
little or no profit-taking is in evidence.

It 
was he who first got intotouch with the Jewish 
kingdom of the Chazars and obtained from the 
Chazar king an interesting letter giving an 
account of that romantic State. He exchanged 
correspondence with the learned men of the 
Babylonian academies and attracted Jewish 
scholars to Cordova with the full approval of 
his royal master, so that the centre of gravity 
of Jewish science became transferred from 
the East to the West. He purchased Hebrew 
books, and under his patronage Hebrew poctry 


and the study of Hebrew grammar began to 
flourish among the Spanish Jews. His fame 
was celebrated in Hebrew odes written by 
poets to whom he had extended his patronage. 
and from them we can obtain an idea of the 
veneration and regard in which he was held 
by his contemporaries.
